Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that Coffma 
does not teach or suggest forming a photoresist layer on the metal layer which is half-etched to form cavities at predetermined positions 
thereof, examiner respectfully disagree, examiner interprets half-etching a metal layer as partially etching a metal layer, therefore, as 
disclosed by Coffman in FIGS. 13-14, the metal layer 124 is half-etched to form cavities 142 (col. 5, line 56 to col. 6, line 13). 
Consequently, the photoresist layer (FIG. 3: 32) is formed within the cavities so that the metal coating 31 and 33 may plated on the 
surface of the half-etched metal layer which is not covered by the photoresist (col. 3, lines 2-20). Applicants further argue that Coffman 
does not teach or suggest a step of removing the sheet carrier after a package body is formed, examiner respectfully disagree, since 
nowhere in the independent claims 5 and 14 disclose completely removed the sheet carrier, Coffman does teach removing the sheet 
carrier 126 after a package body is formed (FIG. 17). For these reasons, examiner holds the rejection proper.
